Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-16 drawn to a cover assembly for a wireless telecommunications 
signal receiving and generating assembly comprising: a first end; a 
second end; a pair of side edges; a flexible portion extending between the 
side edges and positioned between the first and second ends; and a 
connector configured to hold together the first and second ends, classified 
in class 455, subclass 575.3. 

II. Claims 1 7-32 drawn to an apparatus and method of securing a belt around 
a wireless telecommunications signal receiving and generating assembly 
comprising the belt extending over front surface, back surface and a pair 
of opposite portions of peripheral surface, classified in class 455, subclass 
557. 



2. The inventions are distinct, each fi-om the other because of the following reasons: 



3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combinafion. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they 
are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention [I] has separate 
utility such as a first end; a second end; a pair of side edges; a flexible portion 
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extending between the side edges and positioned between the first and second 
ends; and a connector configured to hold together the first and second ends. 
See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent 
subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. During a telephone conversation with the assigned attorney, Mr. Gregory J. 
Carlin (Reg. 45,607) on May 09, 2005, a provisional election was made with 
traverse to prosecute the invention of 10/783,228, claims 1-16. Affirmation of this 
election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 17- 
32 withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as 
being drawn to a non-elected invention.

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-16, the closest prior art to the claimed subject matters is 
Humphreys et al. (2002/0065054). Humphreys discloses a cover for a mobile station to 
prevent accidental slippage or removable from the assembled mobile station, 
comprising: front cover having a first end and a side edge; and a back cover having a 
second end and a side edge, wherein the pair of side edges laterally spaced from each 
other and extending between the first and second ends and wherein the front cover 
straps the back cover, the cover extending around and is In overiying contact with the 
mobile station (See fig. 1 ). However, none of prior arts of record discloses a cover 
assembly for a wireless telecommunications signal receiving and generating assembly, 
comprising: a flexible portion extending between the side edges and positioned between 
the first and second ends, wherein the flexible portion allows the first and second ends 
to be moved with respect to each other about the flexible portion; and a connector 
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configured to hold together the first and second ends in an adjacent relationship so that 
each of the side edges defines one of a pair of side openings exposing a portion of the 
signal receiving and generating assembly. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
